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DETAILED ACTION 

Non- Final Rejection 

Claim Re jections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

1. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Clare 
et al. (6,030,018). 

Regarding claims 1-9, Clare et al. (6,030,018) discloses in Fig. 1-24 the 
invention as claimed to include a load body having a storage compartment 70 
formed of an exterior wall before, behind and above a wheel well opening; an outer 
fender 72 (specification page 7, last two lines) configured to enclose the storage 
compartment; and an articulating means 76, 78 for translating the outer fender 
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substantially vertically to allow access to said compartments; and a locking 
mechanism 90. 


2. The prior art made of record in attached Notice of Reference Cited (PTO- 
892) and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. This art 
of record shows various features similar to the applicant's invention.
